The Chief Justice, Sir Karilal 
Kania, administered the oath of 
office to the new president in the 
presence of foreign diplomats in’ 
full dress, splendidly robed {In- 
dian princes and Indtan politi- 
cians in thelr Zormal Congress 
uniform. 

Dr. Prasad took the oath in 
Hindi, In a brief address both in 
Hindi and English, he satd India's 
administration would now be 
carried on by its people and for 
its people.

Bucharest, January 25. 

According to the Rumanian 
News Agency, the Rumanian 
Government has rejected the 
Yugoslav note of December 18 
last year in which the Yugo- 
slav Government suggested 
the establishment of a mixed 
Rumanian-Yugoslav commis- 
ston to liquidate frontier in- 
cidents. 

At thnt time, In a note to the 
Rumanian Embassy at Belgrade, 
the Yugoslav Government also 
suggested the signing of a special 
frontier incident agrecment to 
arbitrate future repetitions of In- 
cldents Involving the two coun- 
tries. 

The Rumanian note, handed in 
on Tuesday at Bucharest, sald 
that the Yugoslav Government is 
by this new move trying to hide 
the responsibillty which It bears 
for these frontler Incidents, which 
are repeated violations of the 
aerial space of Rumanian terri- 
tory, as well as the continued 
sending of sples and saboteurs in- 
to the Rumanian Republic, 

The Rumanian note sald that 
these incidents are “not {solated 
acts, but part of the policy of the 
Yugoslav Government of provoca- 
tlon and espionage directed 
ogainst the Rumanian Popular 
Repubile by the Yugoslav Gov- 
ernment, which has placed itself 
In the service of the declared 
enemies of peace and democracy, 
the Anglo-American tmperlalists.” 

The Anglo-American Radio, the 
Press combines and the news 
agencies are continually distor- 
ting facts about the Soviet Union 
and the popular democracies, and 
the Yugoslav frontier incidents 
are only part of this general 
policy of the Anglo-American 
warmongers, the note said.—As- 
sociated Press. 


CANADA GIVES

Ottawa, January 26. 

By her own wish, Canada Is 
no ‘longer offictally considered 
the senior Dominion of the 
Commonwealth, the Canadian 
Press reported today.

There are 30,000 subscription 
chairs, — These ‘will be sold at 
nearly £100 cach on a five- yearn’ 
season-ticket basis, 

The stadium costs 2,500,000;

There are ( also 90,000 public 
seats and standing room for 30,- 
000 more people behind the moat. 


Moat as defence 


The moat? This surrounds the 
playing , pitch and is three yards 
wide, It can be filled with water 
and ‘¢ “to prevent the standing 
spectators encroaching upon the 
players.” 

It replaces the high wire fenco 
customarily dividing — excitable 
public from players on South 
American grounds, |Yes, other

It wasn charge on the gvual- 
keeper by Bryn Jones that caused 
the turmoil during Arsenal's tour, 

Though their physique differs 
Hite from that of — British 
players, the Brazillian footballers 
are streamlined ang tough. They 
nre used to falling on hard 
ground. When they do the two- 
fouted fly-kick (Known as the 
“Bicycletle”) they fall to earth 
with o bang, but are oup and 
ut It again immediately, 

They dress for speed and, here, 
the British authuritles can learn 
something. 

Knickers are very Nght und 
short. The Brazillian  fvotball 
boot is cut short obove the ankle. 
Therefore the overlapping ends 
of the luces are tied round the 
stocking, not tho boot. 

Under their stockings the 
Brazillians use neither = shin- 

guards nor pads of wadding. 
Pals mry make for cuts on the 
Jogs, but it all helps to create 
fast, nippy, agile footbalicrs, 


Odds-on Brazil 


They will go up for the ball a 
foot higher than the British 
players because they oro dressed 
bnd trained for ngil ty. and carry 
no superflous weight in kit. 

Thoir style of play differs from 
the Continentals because they 
stick less closely to ground- 
passing. 

Positional play is highly  de- 
veloped, and nome tcams dribble 
and prance about In ao most at- 
tractive way, But the Vasco and 
Fluminense teams, from which 
nbout four of Brazil's World Cup 
team will de chosen, vary the 
game with sparkling individualism 
and tho longer, open pass. 

With the crowds and grounds 
in their favour, it ts odds on 
Brazil winning the World title.
